Tenn., ten miles from Nashville, on the 
St. Louis branch of the Louisville, tfe 
Nashville road. 
The toll-keeper, Leo 


Bruce, living half a mile from town, 
died about a month ttg"o, leaving1 a wife 
and daughter nearly grown, Henia, 15. 
Monday night a cousin of Seuia's, 
Mary Bruce, spent the night with her, 
and one or two other women were there, 
sitting up with a sick child. 


About 10 o'clock two negroes, Muck 


Hooper and Henry GH/.zard, entered 
the house and robbed it. They entered 
the sleeping-room of Zenia and Mary 
Bruce- and outraged them. The two 
girls were left unconscious until 3 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the 
alarm was sounded, bloodhounds were 
put on the trail and a mob of 301) men 
started out. Five negroes, Henry Griz- 
xard, Eph Grizzard, John Grizzard, 
Mack Hooper and Daniel Bond were 
captured. 


Henry Grizzard confessed and was 


hung to the nearest tree. 


On his breast was written: 
"Death to tho man who cuts him 


down before midnight." 


A rope was tied to Eph Gri/.Mird's 


neck, but he proved an alibi and was 
released. 


Muck Hooper was captured and Imng 


also. 


Detective Morton with the other three 


prisoners in a hack started for Nash- 
ville, to place the prisoners beyond t! 
mob's reach. 


The mob began to fire on the team 


and shot Ofllcer Morton in the head and 
John Clark, the driver, in the side. 
The mob then took the other three men 
out, marched them down to the creek 
and hung them. 


Thus five negroes paid the penalty 


for a crime which always meets swift 
justice in Tennessee. 


Details of the outrage are meager, 


but it is learned that the negroes 
broke into the house, and after robbing 
two rooms came into tho room where 
the girls were in bed. As if by pre- 
meditation the brutes put out the light 
and each seized one. of the girls, who 
screamed and resisted until they were 
overpowered, the elder being badly in- 
jured before the brutes accomplished 
their purpose. The women sitting in 
the other room, instead of rushing to 
their assistance, were frightened and 
ran away from the hou.se for help, the 
nearest house "being half a mile distant. 
Search was at once instituted and at 
daylight every man. in and 
around 


Goodlettsville was on the hunt. Five 
negroes were captured and taken be- 
fore tho girls for identification. 


Later—Only One Man Lynched.

Adjourned Annual Meeting Held In De- 


troit Yesterday. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 29.—The ad- 


journed annual meeting of the Lake 
Carriers' association, called to carry owl 
the objects aimed to be accomplished by 
the meeting held in this city on April 
15, was called to order at the rooms of 
the E. M. 1*. A. at U o'clock yesterday 
morning. The plan adopted at the 
meeting of the 15th was in effect that 
the constitution and by-laws of the as- 
soi-iation should be so amended as to in- 
clude the important matters of regula- 
tion of wages and the maintenance of 
shipping agencies at a number of lake 
ports. It was also recommended that a 
board of managers should bfl chosen, in 
which the various port should be fairly 
represented. It was designed that this 
board of managers should then elect it* 
officers and appoint tho necessary stand- 
ing committees. 


Capt. Thomas Wilson, of Cleveland, 


occupied the chair, and Secretary C. H. 
Keye, of Buffalo, read the proposed 
new constitution, which was then acted 
upon section by section. Some of its 
articles, notably that naming the rate 
of assessment on the tonnage of mem- 
bers, called forth a good deal of discus- 
sion. The rate named in tho draft of 
the constitution as submitted was three 
and one-half cents per ton, but this did 
not provide for the maintenance of 
lights and buoys. The owners of the 
large boats contended for a four and 
one-halt cent rute; this was earnestly 
objected to by many representatives of 
the smaller class of vessels, and es- 
pecially by those whose vessels infre- 
quently pass through the rivers. 


The rate was finally settled upon at 


four cents per registered ton. 


The words "to regulate wages" were 


stricken out of article 2. 


The board of managers was increased 


to forty-live members. 
The annual 


meetings, also meetings of the full 
board of managers, shall be held in De- 
troit.

after the general meeting and elected 
the following1 officers for the associa- 
tion: President, Moot A. Bradley, of 
Cleveland: secretary, C. II.

The Cry of the Discontented—Wholesale 


Arrests of Anarchist Suspects Who 


Will be Held and Tried for 


Conspiracy. 


ROME, April 20.—A bomb waa ex- 


ploded late Wednesday afternoon in 
the main street of Corleone, Sicily. 
All the windows in the neighborhood 
were broken, but nobody was injured. 
The innkeepers were frightened and 
all places of business were closed im- 
mediatelj' after the explosion. A half- 
hour later an anarchist was caught 
pasting a placard on a church door. 
The placard announced that the time 
had come for anarchists "to writo their 
demands in blood" and exhorted Sicil- 
ian anarchists to follow the examples 
of their colleagues 
in Paris. 
"No 


more words but deeds, deeds, deeds" 
were the closing1 words of the mani- 
festo. 


The man who was pasting up the 


placard was arrested and the office in 
which they were printed was closed. 
Seven printers were arrested and a 
great quantity of inflammatory litera- 
ture dated May 1 in red letters was 
seized. 


In Ifuonza, near Ravenna, one of the 


centers of May-day riots in former 
years, a bomb was exploded at the en- 
trance of the sub-prefecture of police 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
door and steps were blown away, the 
whole front of the building was cracked 
and the near-by houses were damaged 
badly. Four policemen were injured 
seriously by falling ceilings and one on 
the ground floor received from a flying 
piece of stone a blow which will prob- 
ably prove fatal. 
Seven arrests have 


been made. 
* 


Throughout Italy the police arc mak- 


ing large numbers of arrests on sus- 
picion. The plan of keeping anarch- 
ist suspects in prison only until after 
May day has been abandoned. All an- 
archists arrested will be held and tried 
for criminal conspiracy. Reports from 
Ravenna, Genoa, 
Florence, Palermo 


and Naples say that anarchists are be- 
ing arrested by the dozens and that by 
Saturday the prisons will be full. The 
object of the police in all these cities 
is said to be the incarceration of all 
dangerous agitators and their eventual 
conviction, so that the bockbdne of the

Tne reports came next from the vari 


oua church societies. 


Miss Lillian Irnin, for the First Oon- 


gregntionnl church, reported 43 active 
and 9 associate members, with an average 
of only G members absent from meetings; 

The society gave 
8100 toward the new church, paid church 
organist's salary for a year and a half, 
and for the cix months ending February 
20,.

During the absence of the pas- 
tor the society took charge of the prayer 
meetings. 


Jesse Whitait, for tha First Presbyter- 


ian church, reported for the Senior En- 
deavor Society. This society has had a 
steady growth and is to-day in excellent 
condition. The most noteworthy thing 
accomplished in the past year was the 
raising of 8100 for Westminister Ohnpel, 
the pretty little miaainn erected on West 
Macon street. 


For the Intermediate Society of the 


Presbyterian church Molhe Johnson re- 
ported that it was organized m October, 
1890, with twenty-three members and at 
present has 40 active and ill teen associ- 
ate members. 


Miss Lena Hieokieoh, for the Grace Sf. 


E. church society, reported that the so- 
ciety had grown in spiritual power and 
that 9 new members had been added. 
Two members have been taknn to fill 
vacancies on the church board. 
They 


paid 850 on the new organ, besides pay- 
ing halt the expenses for decorations on 
Easter day, Christmas and other occas- 
ions. All their money is raised by thank 
offerings and that method is very satis- 
factory. 
They have distributed invita- 


tions to the church service?. 


Mies Mattie Elaine for the Church of 


God, reported increased membership aud 
spiritual interest. Six active and three 
associate members were adJod. 


Mies Katie Aiken, president of the 


society of the First M. E. church, reported 
that when the society was organized on 
March 17,1889, it had thirty-six active 
and two associate members. In the last 
year it has added thirteen active and one 
associate members. One has died. They 
now have 104 active and 4 associate 
members. 
The committees actively at 


work are lookout, Sunday school, prayer 
meeting, 
calling, newspaper, 
relief, 


temperance, floral, mnsio and 
social. 


They hava given aid to the support of a 
missionary, 875 for cleaning the church, 
HO for furnishing n room in the inustrial 
home, and $10 to the state society. All 
the money is raised by the contribution 
ot 2 cents a week uy each member. 


Miss Virginia Odor, president for the 


Christian church, reported the society to 
)» nearly 5 years old. At its birth it 
Had 28 members. Now there are 51 ac- 
tive and 6 associate members, not count- 
ing those absent or on the honorary list. 
The society began with three regular 
committees, and has added to these the 
missionary, literature, Sunday school, 
floral and relief committees. The society 
raises what money is needed on the 
strictly Endeavor principle, by free-will 
offerings, and not by entertainments.
